~. GERMAN 6HIP's OFFICER BENTENOMD TO * 
% cae IMPRISONMENT... : 
‘One of the most oxtrao’ 
hai. Mercury, was the subject: of, a 
criztinal trial. in the German Consular Conrt. 
on ‘Thursday, when sn officer of the mercantile 
Q to‘two years" imprison- 
ment for s series of robberies. The soonsed 
was Hermann Witzlor, second officer of the 
atesmer Meilee, and related in Court - the 
evidence showed thst he had practised thieving 
in the most.systematic manner for the last year. 
Dr. Ney. and four Assessors heard the caso. 

Tt -was shown that’ the accused, who was 
arrested on Novembor 1st, had on'three cocasions 
opened the German mail-bags which the Meilee 
was’ ing betwoon Shanghai ond Hankow. 
As socond officer of the ship Witzlor had charge 
of thio mails, and pn the first oconsion he 
opened two letters addressed to the Risso- 
Chinese Bank in Peking, abstracting $580 from 
oné of these and $420 from the other. He had 
then inserted pieces of newspaper and roturnod, 
them to the mail-bag, When the letters arrived 
at. their destination tho theft was discovered, 
but until the arrest of Witzler no trace, of 
the thief could be found, On ‘another occasion 
Witzler had opened one of the mail-bags and 
purloined a kodsk snd other photographic 
apparatus, while a third caso occurred when he 
stole a pair of gold slosye-links, His amothod 
had evidently. been to heat a knife, put off the 
sonls, and-after abstracting the contents of the 
parcel he had affixed the sealing-wax once more. 

In‘addition to the thefts- from’ tho mnil-baga 
thres other charges were’ teid against 
Witzler. . Ono of those was that while a 
passenger aboard "the N.D.L. . steamer 
Gosben. ho hed stolon o pair of field-glosses 
bolonging +o Det.-Sorgt. “Reeves of the 
Municipal Police. ‘The second wus tho theft of 
a silver cigarette case from a passenger on board 
the Meilee, oud tho third was the appropriation: 
to, his own use of a Winchester carbine and 
revolver which bad -beon put in his possession 
while on-tho Meishun. ; 

After hearing the. evidence the Court found 
Witzler guilty and passed sentences amounting 
in all to two years imprisonment, Witelor is 
at present confined in the British Gool, but will 
in all probabilty be sent to Germany to undergo 
his sentence. ‘ ;

THE PROGRESS OF CHINA. 


In the course of his report on the trade of 
Foochow for tho yenr 1908, just published, Mr, 
Consul Playfair makes the following interesting 
obsérrations on the remodelling of China :— 

“The process of remodelling through which 
China is passing has, at some joints, sn influenos 
om the course of trade, When Japan set her 
houso in ordor'40 years ago the transformation 
took place suddenly. It wns like a conjuring 
trick; the magician waved his wand and tho 
altorations were effected in thetwinkling ofan eye. 
The Tycoon left by one door and the Mikado 
enterod by ‘another, and Japan has been & 
different country over since. In China no such 
colerity has characterised the movemont, which 
jn Chine is rather thet of the hour-hand than of 
the minute-hand of a watch. The motion thers. 
is go nearly invisible to the senses, that it will 
be ome years ere its gonoral outoome is npparent 
to the onlooker, / 

«Wo nro accustomed t6 look on China as tho 
type of a conservative country par excellence. 

fome of her institutions have existed from time 
jmmomorial, and to most of -us, who . consider 
the matter at all, it seemed as if thea unchanging 
features might continue without alterstion to 
the ond of time. Such, for instance, was her 
system of compétitive examinations whereby. 
adraission was gained to the hierachy of official- 
dom. Yet sines 1900, which appears to have been 
the turning point of China's existonoo as a nation, 
she lies abandoned, not tho system itself, but 
the ourriculum of study on which it was based. 
No longer can candidates satisfy examiners by 
a parrot-like knowledge of a dozen canons and 
classics. The stienoe of the West has’ now to 
be inelnded in their purview and their horizon 
haa beon very considerably widened. 

“Quo consequence is that the achool-master. 
pervades the land; be has done that, it is true, 
for centuries, but now he is of another type and 
needs much ypore of extensive acquirements. 
Schools. have: sprung up everywhere, at:
